It  was  the  fall  of  1959,  I  was  at  Backstrom's  Grocery  Store  in  Oak¬ 
land,  NE.  Picking-up  some  items  for  my  mother.  As  I  paid  the  bill, 
Mr.  Backstrom  opened  his  till  to  make  change  when  I  noticed  some 
red  and  blue  discs  in  one  of  the  register  compartments.  Since  1  had 
recently  begun  to  collect  coins  (1958),  I  asked,  what  kind  of  money 
they  represented? 

Mr.  Backstrom  informed  me  that  they  were 
World  War  11  food  ration  tokens  used  to 
make  change  for  the  ten  point  ration 
stamps  which  were  necessary  to  purchase 
certain  rationed  food  items.  The  red  tokens 
were  used  for  meat,  fish,  dairy  products  and 
cooking  oils.  The  blue  tokens  were  used  1 
purchase  canned  goods  and  processed  foods. 

These  tokens  were  manufactured  and  issued  by  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  (O.P.A.)  The  specification  for  their  manufacture  were 
interesting.  It  was  required  they  be  16mm  Fiber  discs  made  from 
processed  wood  pulp.  Further  they  must  be  of  uniform  color,  non¬ 
fading,  non-toxic,  iridescent,  chemically  inert,  non-poisonous,  un¬ 
breakable,  unbending,  incombustible,  resistant  to  water  and  perspira¬ 
tion.  Bother  colors  were  of  the  same  design — the  numeral  one  in  the 
center  flanked  on  each  side  by  alphabet  letters  with  an  inscription 
around  the  edge:  star-red  or  blue-star-point-star. 

The  cost  of  their  manufacture  was  $1.19  per 
*  ' .  thousand.  They  were  packed  250  to  a  box  with 
20  boxes  to  a  master  carton.  Two  billion  were 
manufactured.  Nine  hundred  million  blue  tokens 
gf?  and  1 . 1  billion  red  tokens  were  made  by  the  Os- 
*\ T /  borne  Register  Co.  (now  the  Osborne  Coinage 
K  Co.)  of  Cincinnati,  OH.  The  penalty  for  illegal 
possession  of  these  tokens  was  a  $10,000  fine  and  or 
a  year  in  prison  or  both. 
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The  red  tokens  used  the  following  letter  combina¬ 
tions:  HC,  HT,  MM,  MV,  TH,  TY,  UC,  UH, 

UT,  UV,  UX,  UY,  VC,  VH,  VT,  VU,  VX, 

VY,  XC,  XH,  XT,  XU,  XV,  XY,  TC,YH, 

YT,  YU,  YV,  YX.  The  MV  series  is  called 
the  key  of  the  group  by  researchers. 

The  blue  tokens  used  the  following  letter  com¬ 
binations:  CC,  CH,  CT,  CV,  HH,  HU.  HV.  HX, 

HY,  TC,  TT,  TU,  TV,  TX,  WC.  WH,  WT,  WU,  WW,  U  U  , 

W,  XX,  YY.  The  WC  is  considered  the  key  combination  to  the  blue 
series. 


Some  expert  researches 
in  the  1990's  valued  the 
red  point  MV  series  to 
be  worth  in  excess  of 
|  $25.00  and  the  Blue 
point  MM  series  at  .50 
cents.  The  other  letter 
combinations  ware 
worth  five  to  fifteen  cents  each.  Even  though  their  use  was  of  limited 
duration,  first  appearing  February  27th,  1944,  the  blue  tokens  use 
was  discontinued  by  October  1st,  1944  and  the  read  tokens  by  De¬ 
cember  of  1944. 


They  remain  a  relevant  piece  of  history  and  are  a  very  affordable  item 
to  collect.

l  FREE  DVD’S  David  lisot  of  Cointelevision  has  produced  a  series  of  OVD’s  which 


cover  all  educational  programs  presented  at  the  ANA,  FUN  and  Central  Scares 
conventions  each  year.  Five  of  these  are  available  to  your  club  just  for  the  asking. 
Simply  contact  me  at  sumaynimaiio^uvaol.coi  t  and  I  will  email  you  the  latest  list  of 
DVD's  that  are  available.  Pick  out  five  titles  and  return  your  request  to  me  via  email.  I 
will  have  David  Lisot  send  them  to  you.  These  DVD's  make  great  programs  for  club 
meetings  or  can  be  loaned  to  dub  members.  Your  dub  can  request  five  OVD's  per 
year. 

2.  LIBRARY  PROGRAM  -  Contact  local  public  libraries  and/or  school  libraries  to 
find  out  what  numismatic  books  they  would  like  to  receive  from  your  club.  If  they 
don't  have  ideas,  give  them  a  list  of  possible  titles.  Once  they  have  selected  up  to 
$600  worth,  your  dub  pays  for  the  books  up  front  and  Central  State  reimburses  up  to 
$500.  Again,  your  dub  can  participate  in  this  program  on  an  annual  basis. 

3.  5 PEAKER  PROGRAM  --  Looking  for  speaker?  Central  States  will  reimburse  your 
dub  up  to  $200  per  calendar  year  for  speakers  you  invite  to  a  dub  meeting.  The  $200 
can  be  spent  on  fees,  travel,  lodging  or  meals.  The  choice  is  up  to  the  club.

I  stated  in  the  last  YN's  Corner,  that  1  had  completely  forgotten  that  the 
Halloween  season  was  coming  up.  I  wanted  to  write  about  a  numismati- 
cally  based  Christmas  ghost  story,  unfortunately,  I  was  unable  to  find  one. 
However,  the  United  States  is  full  of  numismatically  related  haunted  loca¬ 
tions. 

Today,  we  ll  take  a  look  at  America's  haunted  mints. 

Interesting  fact  -  out  of  the  eight  mints  that  have  served  United  States 
throughout  it's  history:  Philadelphia  Pennsylvania,  New  Orleans  Louisiana, 
Dahlonega  Georgia,  Charlotte  North  Carolina,  San  Francisco  California, 
Carson  City  Nevada,  Denver  Colorado  and  West  Point  New  York,  three 
of  these  mints  are  haunted. 

As  I  stated  above,  no  less  than  three  of  the  eight  United  States  Mints 
are,  apparently,  haunted.  These  mints  are  the  New  Orleans  Mint,  The 
San  Francisco  Mint  and  The  Carson  City  Mint.  I  should  probably  state 
that,  although  the  haunting  does  not  take  place  at  a  fourth  mint  location, 
Dahlonega,  Georgia,  there  is  a  significant  haunting,  which  takes  place 
nearby,  at  a  numismatically  significant  location,  So,  1  11  talk  about  that  lo¬ 
cation,  as  well. 

Probably  the  best  place  to  start  would  be  at  our  westernmost  mint.  The 
San  Francisco  Mint  opened  it's  doors  in  1854.  It’s  purpose  was  to  turn 
the  gold  from  the  California  Gold  Rush  into  coins.  This  would  save  time 
as  the  gold  that  was  mined  would  not  have  to  be  sent  to  Philadelphia, 
which  was  overwhelmed  with  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  coining  needs  of 
the  growing  country.  Miners  could  take  their  gold  directly  to  the  mint  in 
San  Francisco  to  have  it  made  into  coins  or  to  exchange  for  already 
minted  coins.  Apparently  the  ghosts  of  some  of  the  original  miners  have 
been  heard  in  the  mint  building,  which  is  odd  as  the  mint  building  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  this  statement,  The  Granite  Lady”  was  not  completed  until 
1874,  some  26  years  after  gold  was  originally  discovered  at  Sutter's  Mill 
in  1848.  The  ghostly  miners  are  not  all  that  haunt  this  mint,  in  February 
of  2011,  a  ghost  hunter  recorded  two  ghostly  voices  in  Vault  #  2.  One 
voice  seemed  to  belong  to  the  ghost  of  an  unidentified  man  who  had 
once  worked  at  the  mint.  The  other  voice  seemed  to  belong  to  a  female

The  deadline  is  Jan.  31,  2013  -  just  a  few  months 
away.  Completed  designs,  or  correspondence  regarding  the  contest,  should  be 
sent  to  Medal  Chairman  Donald  Young,  560  Mariman  Ave,  Harrodsburg,  KY 
40330.

Contest  Rules 

-The  design  shall  be  presented  on  plain  paper,  8  1/2  x  11-inch  size,  within  a  4- 
to  8-  inch  diameter  circle. 

-The  subject  matter's  main  theme  should  be  depicted  as  large  as  the  encom¬ 
passing  circle  will  allow.  Supplementary  wording  can  then  be  placed  in  any  or 
all  remaining  open  areas. 

-The  subject  may  be  presented  as  a  photograph,  decal  or  penciled  art  layout, 
supported  with  or  without  pictures.  Formal  art  is  not  necessary. 

-The  subject  matter  of  the  design  should  be  relevant  to  CSNS  75th  anniversary. 
-Do  not  include  your  initials  on  the  design.  These  will  be  added  after  the  judg¬ 
ing. 

-The  reverse  side  of  the  medal  will  be  the  CSNS  logo,  as  on  all  previous  medals. 
-You  may  submit  an  explanation  of  your  design. 

-You  may  submit  up  to  three  (3)  different  designs. 

-If  your  entry  is  of  private  or  commercial  subject  matter,  written  permission  for 
use  must  be  obtained  from  the  appropriate  authority.  If  permission  is  not 
granted,  the  design  will  be  disqualified. 

All  entries  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Medal  Chairman  by  Jan.  31,  2013.  - 
Judging  shall  be  by  members  appointed  by  the  Chairman. 

-The  winning  design  becomes  the  property  of  the  Central  States  Numismatic 
Society.  All  others  will  returned,  on  request. 

-The  Medal  Committee  reserves  the  right  to  modify  the  winning  design  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  minting  process. 

-The  competition  is  open  to  all  CSNS  members  in  good  standing. 

-The  winner  will  be  awarded  his/her  prize  at  the  2014  CSNS  banquet.

who  may  or  may  not  have  had  anything  to  do  with  the  mint  when  she 
was  alive. 

Heading  eastward,  we  come  to  the  Carson  City  Mint.  Carson  City,  Ne¬ 
vada,  was  a  small  town  that  was  chosen  to  be  the  territorial  capitol  when 
Nevada  was  made  a  territory  in  1861.  When  Nevada  was  made  a  state, 
in  1864,  the  territorial  capitol  became  the  state  capitol.  The  Carson  City 
Mint  was  founded  in  1870  to  deal  with  the  silver  and  gold  that  was  be¬ 
ing  mined  out  of  the  Comstock  Lode.  As  can  happen  with  any  older 
building,  the  Carson  City  Mint  building  is  haunted.  On  December  12th, 
1872,  heavy  equipment  collapsed,  crushing  under  it's  weight  Osborne 
Parker.  His  spirit  has  been  seen  and  heard  in  the  mint,  attempting  to 
finish  his  work.  Another  ghost  said  to  haunt  this  mint  is  that  of  Abra¬ 
ham  Curry,  who  was  in  charge  of  getting  the  mint  built  and  operational. 
When  the  Carson  City  Mint  was  opened,  Curry  became  it's  first  superin¬ 
tendent.  Abraham  died  in  1873,  and,  since  then,  his  footsteps  have  been 
heard  throughout  the  building.  He  is  also  blamed  for  operating  the  eleva¬ 
tor  when  no  one  is  using  it.  Abraham  Curry  is  also  seen  and  felt 
throughout  the  mint  that  he  loved  so  much  during  his  lifetime. 

The  Carson  City  Mint. 

Heading  eastward  again,  we 
come  to  the  New  Orleans  Mint 
in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  This 
mint  opened  it's  doors  in  1838 
to  provide  a  branch  mint  at, 
what  was  then,  the  western 
frontier  and  to  facilitate  trade 
in  the  bustling  city  and  center 
of  shipping  and  commerce.  The 
New  Orleans  mint  saw  quite  a  bit  of  excitement  during  The  Civil  War, 
first  being  taken  over  by  the  state  of  Louisiana,  which  had  just  seceded 
from  (left)  the  United  States,  and  then  being  handed  over  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  The  Confederate  States  Of  America.  But,  that  wasn’t  the  only 
excitement  that  the  mint  saw  during  the  civil  war.  In  April  of  1862,  Un¬ 
ion  troops  retook  the  mint  from  the  Confederacy,  taking  down  the  Con¬ 
federate  flag,  which  adorned  the  roof  of  the  mint  and  replacing  it  with 
the  American  Flag.  A  native  of  the  city,  and  confederate  loyalist  by  the 
name  of  William  B.  Mumford  scaled  the  side  of  the  mint  building,  crept 
along  the  roof  and  took  down  the  American  Flag.  Mumford  then  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  take  the  flag  down  to  the  Mayor's  office,  tearing  the  flag  to

shreds  and  allowing  others  to  tear  off  pieces  of  the  flag  for  souvenirs.  It 
wasn't  long  before  he  was  apprehended  be  union  troops.  Sentenced  to 
die  by  Union  General  Benjamin  Franklin  Butler,  he  did  not  have  long  to 
wait  to  meet  his  maker.  A  flagpole  was  set  so  it  projected  out  of  a  win¬ 
dow  under  the  front  portico  and  William  Mumford  was  hung  from  it.  It  is 
reported  that  his  ghost  has  frequently  been  seen  creeping  along  the  roof 
of  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  His  mother,  who  would  visit  him  while  he  was 
waiting  to  be  hung,  apparently  haunts  the  street  outside  the  mint.  An¬ 
other  ghost,  dressed  in  blue  overalls,  has  also  been  seen  out  on  the  bal¬ 
cony,  smoking  a  cigarette.  He  then  re-enters  the  mint  and  stalks  the 
halls  on  the  third  floor.  Also  heard  here  are  numerous  voices,  male  and 
female,  perhaps  from  the  time  when  this  building  was  used  as  a  federal 
prison.  The  New  Orleans  Mint  is  reputed  to  be  so  haunted  that  the  in¬ 
vestigators  from  the  television  show  Ghost  Hunters  filmed  an  episode 
there. 

Deserving  special  mention  is  the  mint  at  Dahlonega,  Georgia.  This  is  the 
easternmost  mint  we  will  visit  in  our  ghost  tour.  Even  though  the  loca¬ 
tion  and  ruins  of  the  Dahlonega  Mint  are  not,  themselves,  haunted,  a 
nearby  location  that  deals  primarily  with  the  Dahlonega  Mint  and  the 
coins  produced  there  certainly  is.  Opened  in  1838,  the  mint  at  Dahlo¬ 
nega  was  one  of  the  first  branch  mints  established  in  the  United  States. 
This  mint,  along  with  the  mint  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  was  estab¬ 
lished  to  coin  the  gold  that  was  mined  in  the  mountains  of  northern 
Georgia,  which  was  one  of  the  areas  in  which  the  first  gold  rush  in  the 
United  States  took  place.  Dahlonega  was,  one  of  the  only  two  mints  in 
the  United  States  that  minted  only  gold  coins.  The  other  mint  was  the 
Charlotte  Mint.  The  Dahlonega  mint  was  in  operation  from  it’s  opening 
in  1838  until  Georgia  seceded  from  the  United  States  at  the  start  of  the 
Civil  War  in  1861.  The  mint  building  burned  down  in  1878.  All  that  is 
left  of  the  original  mint  building  are  the  stone  foundations,  upon  which 
the  Price  Memorial  Building,  which  is  a  part  of  North  Georgia  College 
And  State  University,  in  1879.  The  ruins  of  the  original  mint  building 
are  not  reported  to  be  haunted  but,  in  downtown  Dahlonega,  the  old 
Lumpkin  County  Courthouse,  which  now  houses  the  Dahlonega  Gold  Mu¬ 
seum  is.  The  Dahlonega  Gold  Museum  features  machinery  from  and  gold 
coins  produced  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  and  it  is  haunted  by  a  ghost 
called  Tommy.  Tommy  is  apparently  a  tall  figure  ho  wears  a  hooded 
robe.  He  has  been  seen  on  the  balcony  of  the  museum  as  well  as  in  the 
windows.  He  is  responsible  for  knocking  sounds  heard  throughout  the 
building,  and,  apparently,  he  once  turned  on  the  stamp  mill  which  is

Even  though  it  may  be  hard  to  find  a  numismatically  themed  Christmas 
ghost  story,  it  is  not  difficult  to  locate  a  haunted  United  States  Mint. 
With  three  of  the  eight  United  States  Mints  being  haunted,  and  with  a 
fourth  being  connected  to  a  ghost,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  United 
States  Mints  are  not  just  about  coins,  but,  that  they  can  also  contain  a 
deeper,  darker  history.
